Some Unpleasant Statistics. 


Statistics sometimes afford more ex- 
citing reading than the pages of ro- 
mance. There is food for thought, and 


no little room for indignation, if in- 


ferences drawn from recent statistics 
are correct, in relation to the rapid in- 
crease Of insanity in different portions 
of the United States. ‘ 

It is gathered from Various reports 
that insahity is rapidly on the decrease 
in Great Britain, and that the number 
of insane persons in that country is not 
nearly us sien in proportion to the 
increase of population, as it was some 
At the same time there is 
a very rapid increase of the victims of 
insanity in New York and some of the 
other States of the Union. This show- 
inghasledtoa careful investigation of 
the matter by the proper authorities, 
and they find that-@uring this period 
of decrease in the number of insane 
persons in England, Scotland and Ire- 
dand, there was the alarming increase 
of insane in the State of New York of 
42 per cent., which outstripped the pro- 


portionaté increase in population about 


3+to1. A large majority of these in- 
sane persons are of foreign parentage, 


| and the conclusion naturally is that the 


Old World is shipping her insane and 
helpless population to our shores to be 
a burden to our public charities. - 

And this isnot the most deplorable 
result of this procedure. There are 
mental and social interests that must 
be affected by the influx of this ciass 
of people. Such hereditary tendencies 
are not a pleasant heritage to be- 
queath to coming generations of Amer- 
icans. Many foreigners are 
evidently sent here before insanity is 
fully develope, but with all the tend- 
encies to mental unsoundness existing: 
On that ground Europe is getting rid 
of them, and thrusting them upon us. 
This is a ‘worse imposition upon 
America than the sending to us of her 
paupers. Better the inmates of her 
poorhouses than of her insane asylums. 
Such an immigration as this affects the 
future interests of the State far more 
seriously than does that which touches 
simply upon its material prosperity. It 
is about time for this country to take 
solae measures looking towards self- 
protection, when Europe makes free to 
send us, not only her paupers and 
criminals, but her insane as well. The 
old saying holds true with nations as 
‘There is a point 


where forbearance ceases to be a
